The Prospect. 
The past season has be been unprecedentedly 


universal dullness are heard on every hand. 
The severity of the winter has had .much to 
do with this state of things, undoubtedly. 
The roads have been blocked with snow and 
mud. Farmers from the remote settlements 
have been unable to get their grain to market, 
-and when it did get to our commercial centre, 
Salt Lake City, there was little or no demand 
for it. Even if the Northern mines of Mon 
tana had not been overstocked with supplies 
last summer, the snows and mud presented 
an almost impenetrable barrier to trains from 
“here thitherward. In this general dearth of 
trade Salt Lake merchants have been collect- 
ing their outstanding indebtedness as much | 
ae possible, to remit to eastern creditors, 50 
that Utah has been pretty effectually drained 
of the little money afloat. With no income, 
of any kind, from abroad, it has been all out- 
0, 60 far as money is concerned, so that the 
late and present stringency of the money 
market is not at all strange. In fact we have 
almost relapsed into Utah's former chronic 


state of barter; and carrots, potatoes and |; 


wheat, have well nigh again become -legal 
“‘tenderof Main street, as well as at the Theatre 
and Tithing office. 


Everybody hopes that so svon us old Win- 


ter shall throw away his snowy overcoat, and | 
joyous Spring come upon us, we will find an 
outlet and market for surplus produce in store, 
and an inlet for greenbacks. Extensive prep- 
arationg are being mace to do our whole duty 
towards the new Salmon river mines. These 
mines, though as yet but partially puespected | 
tat all developed, are very generally | 
as being rich and extensive. Of the | | 
latter quality, namely, their extent, of course ' 
itis rather conjectural than otherwise. Yet_ 
those who have been in that region of country | 
express the brightest and most sanguine ex- 
pectation’ concerning it. Whether these an- 
ticipations shal! prove to be well founded or 
not, there is every reason to believe that im-. 
mense numbers will flock thither this spring. | 
Eastern Moniana will send there a large mi- | 
gration; Idaho promises to add her thousands, . 
Utah will do something, while California, | 
Nevada and the East will contribute their full | 
quota. The indications, therefore, are very | 
strong that there will be thousands of hardy | 
and adventurous and, we may add, hungry | 
winers in the Salmon river regions this sum- ' 
mer. These miners have all mouths and those 
mouths will have to be fed. There is very 
little doubt, too, that these new mines, lying on 
the borders of Western Montana and Eastern 
Idaho, nearly due north from this city, can 
‘best and cheapest obtain their supplies from 
Salt Lake. The distance is said to be between 
three hundred and fifty and four hundred 
miles from here, over a good level road, the 
_ major part of the way. “Here, then, is a pros: 
_ pective market for a considerable part of ous 
surplus, only limited by the numbers who 
may flock thither, and the capacity of the 
mives to support them. Already in these 
colamns have we noticed the departure of one 
train-—that of Mr. Standish—loaded mainly 
with flour, for Salmon river. We hear of 
others in preparation to start within the next 
few weeks. Just now produce is a drug in 
this market, the rates being merely nominal 
and very few sales. 

It isa great detriment to the prosperity of 
Uteh, that while we have so few and so limited 
markets for our great staples of the farm, we 
are compelled to import so largely from abroad. 
In the matter of freight alone Utah pays 
enormously from the hard earnings of the 
people. A nation ora community which ex- 

moderately and imports largely, must 
|. always remain drained of its money, and con- 
tinue impoverished. That is the case with 
Utah, and just now she is feeling it to the 
fullest extent. The great mass of the people 
are agriculturists, and the little money they ob- 
tain for their farm products sent to the mines, 
$s expended for freights on manufactured arti- 
cles from abroad. 

Remote as they are from the great centres 
of trade and commerce, the great want of the 
country is home manufactures. Every article 
capable of being made in the Territory should 
be made here, if for nothing else, at least to 
keep at home the money which would other- 
wise go abroad for those articles and the 
freight on them. Munufaciories, it is true, 

a certain amount of capital to start 
with, but Utah is not without capital. ‘he 
freight money now paid out for transportation 
from the seaboard, is a protective tariff which 
ought to stimulate and sustain manufactures 
of almost every description. We pay from 
thirteen to fifteen cents per pound freight on
